Belfast. March 11. -Casualties in 
Belfast to-day as a result of con¬ 
tinuance of the disorders included 
one person killed, a woman, and two 
seriously Injured. 

Katherine Nelson, standing outside 
her home in Kittle George Street, 
was shot and killed by three men who 
escaped by boarding a tram car. 

While delivering bread ’Edward 
McHenry was held up by armed men 
and seriously wounded. Earlier a 
young girl was severely injured by a 
bullet. 


Ottawa. March 11.—(Canadian 
Press)—The ban on exportation from 
Canada of unmanufactured timber 
cut on Dominion lands has been lift¬ 
ed by the Privy Council in the case 
of J. R. Spear. Winnipeg. Mr. Spear 
has received permission _ from the 
Government to export pufpwood cut 
from dead timber on the lands In 
which he is Interested and t6 export 
not more than 1,000 corns. This priv¬ 
ilege was granted owing to the fact 
that the limber In question was only 
suitable for sulphide pulp and the 
nearest sulphide works were located 
In the United States. 


Chicago. March 11. — Jerry 
O'Hara, sixty-four years old, was 
arraigned In police court yester¬ 
day charged by policemen with 
standing on a street corner and 
shouting at the top of his voice 
words that shocked all hearers.

Toronto. March 11.—A London 
cable to The Toronto 8tar says: 
'Three hundred thousand machinists 
In the engineering trades were locked 
out In England to-day. 

"Employees and employers con¬ 
ferred throughout the night and this 
morning It was announced the situ¬ 
ation was ‘hopeless.’ The strike di¬ 
rectly, and indirectly affects a mil¬ 
lion workers. 

England is faced with the great¬ 
est industrial crisis since the coal 
miners lockout last Spring. Machin¬ 
ists in 2,500 factories throughout the 
country will be affected by the 
lockout.'

Police Officials Believe Chinese Before Courts Here 
Are Only Runners; Consider Drug Habit Is Increas¬ 
ing; Deportation Problem. 


While rneu are sai*l to he in league with Chinese in rings to 
conduct tlie narcotic drug traffic here. The number of local eases 
is growing rather than diminishing under the Opium and Nar- 
eotic Drugs Act.

Last year the 
City sold $150,000 worth of vacant 
property and It is expected now that 
this sum will be largely exceeded this 
year. 

Will Produce Revenue Again. 

Last week tho City sold property 
valued at $6,400. While these sales 
did not bring in a very great amount 
of money they mean that four par¬ 
cels of land will begin to produce 
revenue for tha City again. Houses 
were sold with two of tne properties 
while the purchasers of the two 
vacunt lots intend to build upon them 
at once. 

As a result of negotiations that 
have been proceeding this week the 
city now has under consideration the 
wale of nine more parcels of land. 
The people who intend to purchase 
these lots are planning to build on 
them. Two are. being purchased for 
the erection of business buildings 
and six for the erection of homes. 
F’ale of this vacant land will bring 
the city about $5,000 and will pui 
nine more parcels back in the 
revenue-producing class. 

Bated on Market Values. 

Prices on city land are now based 
entirely on market values, Mr. Cam¬ 
eron explained to-day. A faction 
of the City Council endeavored some 
time ago to have all reverted lands 
sold for the amount of delinquent 
taxes due on them. The Civic Re¬ 
verted Lands Committee and Mr. 
Cameron, however, decided that this 
was Impracticable as many of the 
parcels were not worth the taxes duo' 
on them at present market values. 
On this account, the actual market 
value of properties generally 
throughout the city was adopted as 
a price basis. A price has been set 
on every lot in the city’s possession 
and this is not varied. 

For Building Purposes. 

"The gratifying feature about re¬ 
cent sales of land is the fact that 
they are being bought almost in 
every case fdr building purpose*,” 
Mr. Cameron said to-day. ‘‘There is 
more building going on in the city 
to-day than for many months past 
and real estate undoubtedly is pick¬ 
ing up. The ordinary person 
scarcely realizes tho Increased de¬ 
mand for real estate but it is re¬ 
flected In the operations of this de¬ 
partment." 

City building officials report that 
the first weeks of March have seen 
a promising increase in small build¬ 
ing operations here.

Paris. 

Havas Agency to-day says: 

"Believing that the American mem¬ 
orandum establishes a new interpre¬ 
tation of the Treaty of Versailles 
which document, has not been ratified 
by the United States, the Allied Fin¬ 
ance Ministers have decided to refer 
the memorandum to their Govern¬ 
ments. An agreement, however, will 
he reached and signed late to-day. 
with reservations as to the American 
rights.” 

Tho Allied Finance Ministers met 
at 10 o’clock this morning and were 
In session until noon considering the 
situation created by* the memoran¬ 
dum handed to the Reparations Com¬ 
mission yesterday by Roland W. Boy- 
den, tho United States representa¬ 
tive with the Commission, asking the 
payment of $241,000,000. 

Perplexed. 

Paris, March 11.—The demand by 
the United States for reimbursement 
to the extent of $241,000,000 for the 
expenses of Its forces in the Rhine¬ 
land before any reparations are paid 
has provoked surprise and perplex¬ 
ity In French official circles. There 
is also some pointed comment In sev¬ 
eral of the morning newspapers. A 
French semi-official statement says 
! tho United States claim came exactly 
at the moment when the accord based 
on the Cannes project was about to 
be realized, arid that it tended to 
destroy the whole system of repara¬ 
tions so laboriously elaborated by the 
Allied experts. 

The Echo de Paris declares It Is 
undoubtedly too late to give the 
United States Its share of the 1.000,- 
000,000 gold marks paid by Germany 
on August 30 last, as Belgium and 
England already have received their 
shares. The Allies certainly can not 
refuse to give the United States Its 
due, the newspaper adds, but the 
question must he determined as to 
what is the utility of an American 
army on the Rhine If It is not in 
political co-operation with the Allied 
Government. 

Paradoxical. 

The Matin thinke the United States 
demand creates a paradoxical situ¬ 
ation ln law "because the United 
States is at thrf* same time respon¬ 
sible to and Independent of the Allies 
—responsible In its claims and In¬ 
dependent In the politics regarding 
Germany, with which it lias a separ¬ 
ate treaty.” 

The newspaper declares that »f the 
United Rtates persists in this claim 
the Belgian priority and the surr.f 
the French Government expects are 
appreciably discounted.

Canada’s ex¬ 
ports of bacon to Great Britain de¬ 
clined from 1,493,000 long hundred¬ 
weight In 1920, to 844,000 in 1921. 

Danish exports during the same 
period increased from 745,000 to 1,- 
849.000 long hundred weight. 

In en attempt to induce Canadian 
farmers to produce the type of hog 
required to make first quality bacon,I 
the Federal Department of Agricul¬ 
ture will begin May 1 to Institute a 
system of grading hogs so that those 
of the right breeding, weight, qual¬ 
ity, and finish may command a prem¬ 
ium.

-Shipping 
agents stated to-day that the head 
offices of some companies were con¬ 
sidering withdrawing as a protest 
against the Imposition of the city tax 
of $100 on every steamship line enter¬ 
ing here. If they should withdraw 
they would probably go to Seattle 
and such British Columbia freight as 
was booked would go to the Sound 
to load. 


Montreal. March 11.—Addressing 
the Liberals gathered at a banquet 
tendered him here last night, Hon.

Ambassador on Way to Pacific 
Coast 


City By-law Would Settle Old 
Dispute 


Chicago. March 11.—Sir Auckland 
Geddcs, British Ambassador to the 
United States, was the principal 
speaker to-day at a luncheon of the 
Chicago Association of Credltmen. 
He addressed an audience of bank¬ 
ers and business men on the sub¬ 
ject "International Credit Relations." 

"It is obviously impossible for me 
to talk of the treaties which have 
Just been signed In Washington," 
Ambassador Geddes sold on his ar¬ 
rival here. “Neither can I speak of 
political affairs within the British 
Empire.” 

Sir Auckland and Lady Geddes are 
en route to the Pacific coast for a 
"holiday," the Ambassador said. 


ELECTION PROTEST 


The Cowper scheme for solving the 
Elk Lake watershed dispute between 
the City and Saanich will be placed 
bqfore the City Council with recom¬ 
mendations for Its formal approval 
Monday night. It was announced at 
the City Hall to-day. A by-law en¬ 
dorsing this scheme has been pre¬ 
pared. and will be Introduced when 
the Council meets. 

Under this by-law the City Coun¬ 
cil would agree not to subdivide and 
sell its Elk Lake watershed area 
without first asking the consent of 
the electors by by-law. Meanwhile 
the land would be fonpally declared 
a park area. This solution of the 
long-standing dispute between Vic¬ 
toria and Saanich o -or the disposi¬ 
tion of Elk Lake was proposal ;-.t a 
conference between Victoria and 
Saanich representatives under the 
auspices of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce this week.

Traffio is Increasing. 

Inspector Shoebotham, of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, stated pos¬ 
itively that the traffic on this sea¬ 
board was increasing. 

Detective Sergeant O'Leary, of the 
City force, stated that the traffic was 
still much in evidence, but had be¬ 
come harder to detect since the con¬ 
viction r.nd heavy sentences imposed: 
on peddlers in the last few cases. 

"Higher Ups” Untouched. 

That most of the offenders before 
him in the City Police Court were 
"runners" for drugs and not the 
"higher ups” was the opinion of 
Magistrate George Jay, who added 
that no one had yet been able to get 
at tho fountain head of the illicit 
supply of drugs. 

Many Convicitions. 

i Fifteen white people were charged 
during the year 1921 with peddling 
drugs illicitly, under the Opium and 
Narcotic Drugs Act, while only ono 
was acquitted, in Victoria. In the 
same period some 83 Chinese were 
convicted of a like offence. 

Leaders Keep 8ecret. 

All police officials pointed to the 
difficulty of tracing the higher levels 
of the drug ring, the existence of 
which appears to be generally cred¬ 
ited. Time after time in the city and 
district courts offenders have been 
charged upon evidence that pointed 
to one or other source of supply, but 
Just fell short of the actual disclos¬ 
ure. 

Probable Method Uaed. 

To take'jihree indicative cases, all 
of which occurred within the lart six 
months, the system in general use for 
the handling of the Illicit drugs here 
has been suggested. 

The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police searched a truck load of vege¬ 
tables and other produce landed from 
a steamer at the Outer Wharf, and 
being consigned to a series of ad¬ 
dresses In Chinatown. Some $6,000 
worth of morphine was found on the 
truck, packed in oranges. 

Drugs For Asking,

Question of Rib-faced Clubs Is 
Still Taking Up Attention 
of U. S. Golfers 


Chicago. 'March 11.—News that 
Canada had revolted from Great 
Britain so far a* the British rule 
against the use of rib-faced golf

' Victoria Presbytery last week, and 
Westminster Presbytery (which em¬ 
braces the lower mainland) this 
week have adopted overtures on the 
question of church union. In both 
cases the documents being ordered to 
be sent forward to tho General As¬ 
sembly sessions, which will be held 
I in June. That from the Victoria 
Presbytery follows: ✓ 

Whereas the times In which we are 
living call for the undisturbed effort of 
body, mind and spirit. 

And whereas the question of the or¬ 
ganic union of the Methodist, Presby¬ 
terian and Congregational Churches lp 
Canada has been for tho last twenty 
yearn and continues to be a distracting 
and dividing force amopg brethern who 
ouKht to be united in their efforts for 
tho welfare of Church and State and for 
the building of the Kingdom of 
Righteousness ajid Truth. 

And whereas organic union Is not ad¬ 
vised by the verdict of history, which 
declares that a dominant ecclesiastical 
organization tends to become corrupt, 
wnd that lauds and periods In which only 
one church existed were notorious for 
spiritual deadness and their lack'of the 
spirit of sacrifice. 

And whereas the Church In the Pres¬ 
byterian conception of it has always 
been understood to be made up of those 
who love the T,ord Jesus Christ and who 
thus constitute Its Anal authority. 

And whereas the General Assembly in 
adopting tho report of its Union Com¬ 
mittee In 1905 pledged Itself to make the 
vote of the people the deciding factor 
In this question and not to proceed un¬ 
less the people so voted with practical 
unanimity. 

And whereas the General Assembly In 
1913 halted the movement os the result 
of the vote of the people In 1911 for the 
lollowlng reason: “In view of the extent 
of the minority which Is not yet con¬ 
vinced that organic union Is the best 
I method of expressing the unity sin¬ 
cerely desired by all. the General As¬ 
sembly deems It unwise immediately to 
proceed to consummate the union." 

Change of Opinion. 

“And whereas the vote In 1915 shows 
the following striking comparison with 
that of 1911 that halted the movement: 
the total Increase of eldars and members 
In favor being COO. 'while the vote op¬ 
posed shows an increase of elders and 
members of 22,982. 

And whereas the present proposed 
organic urtlon removes the subordinate 
standards of the Church and completely 
I obliterates the identity of the Preaby- 
| terian Church in Canada for a new as¬ 
sociation Into which Is proposed by a 
majority vote to carry the funds and 
i property of the Presbyterian Church In 
Canada in the face of constitutional and 
legal difficulties, which would lead to 
endless litigation. 

And whereas the unity of the faith Is 
more clearly defined In the subordinate 
standards of our Church than in the 
proposed basis of union. 

And whereas the General Assembly of | 
1917 unanimously eppealed to the Church 
to await the new light which It may re¬ 
ceive through Divine guidance and 
through the growing experiences of the

Leopold Godowsky Has Great 
Reception 

Victoria made musical history for 
herself last evening on the occasion 
of the two artists, the Russian Polish 
pianist, Leopold Godowsky, and Ger¬ 
trude Huntley Green In a piano re¬ 
cital at the Pantages Theatre. The 
building was packed from "pit to 
dome," and many were seated on the 
stage. Excitement, enthusiasm and 
enjoyment reigned supreme through¬ 
out the wonderful programme. 
When it was announced that the 
great master of the keyboard was 
to play here much interest was 
r mused in musical circles, but when 
later on arrangements were com¬ 
pleted that Mrs. Green would be as¬ 
sisting at the recital, then the whole 
community bestired itself, and the 
event was looked forward to with in¬ 
tense demonstrations of delight. The 
occasion marked the fact of the first 
production (the score Is still in 
MSS.) of Godowaky's own arrange¬ 
ment—a contrapuntal paraphrase— 
of Weber's celebrated "Invitation to 
the Dance” for two pianos, and this 
distinction added to the importance 
of the recital, and, as already stated, 
created considerable Interest. ^In 
compliment to’ the remarkable 
abilities of Mrs. Green, the first 
piano was assigned her, the master 
satisfying h-mself with playing the 
second piano part. And what an 
object lesson it proved in ensemblo, 
subservience of style and thought, 
earnest Interpretation .find solidify¬ 
ing of effects, to all present especi¬ 
ally was its rendering appealing to 
the many hundreds of students 
gathered in the special seats pro¬ 
vided for them. The work made a 
decidedly favorable impression, the 
two artists being recalled to the 
platform and enthusiastically com¬ 
plimented. 

If any criticism could be offered it 
is in the peculiar ending, wherein the 
paraphase seemingly coming to a 
conclusion, la halted after a climatic 
offering, and being again carried for¬ 
ward in a somewhat desultory and 
subdued manner for further utter¬ 
ances. Mrs. Green at its conclusion 
amid prolonged applause was the re¬ 
cipient of many handsome bouquets. 

Nsvsr Played Better.

32, No. 1, 
F sharp minor, by the Russian, 
Alexander Scriablne, a w ork o f ex¬ 
quisite poetic conceptthe 
"Barcarolle" (Chopin), were all alike, 
perfectly delightful, and in each 
number were there manifestations of 
the great mental and emotional ex< 
presslon of their many characteris¬ 
tics. At times his touch is as of air. 
yet his lightness and suppleness of 
wrist, firm as steel, made his tones 
sound like a/tiny bell. 

Other numbers in contrasting 
forms and workmanship were the 
Rhapsody in E flat Op. 119. No. 4 
(Brahms), in which the crashing 
chords stood forth in overwhelming 
i manner, and the "Symphonic Meta 
Morphoses." written by the master 
himself, in which the abounding 
stupendous difficulties were given 
with superb precision, crispness and 
legerete. Leopold Godowsky met 
with a most flattering reception, and 
throughout the programme the 
audience showed their delight and 
keen appreciation, and the evening 
must long be remembered.

We had seen pictures of ne¬ 
groes in “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” but 
most of us had never seen colored 
people before. And that night. In the 
crowded little Methodist Church, 
every hoy in the village who could 
possibly raise the price of admission 
sat In a trance as those black choris¬ 
ters. wreathed with dusky smiles, 
showed their white teeth, and rolled 
the whites of their eyes as they sang, 

“Mary and Martha’s Just Gone 
Along,” “Steal Away to Jesus.” and a 
score of other songs which I had 
never heard before, but which seemed 
to me. and to my boy friends and my 
elders, the sweetest music that we 
had ever heard. I have gope to many 
high-class concerts since those days, 
but I would gladly exchange to-day 
half a dozen oratories for the pleas¬ 
ure of hearing the Jubilee Singers 
once more, and especially buxom 
Pinkie Johnson, sweet soloist of Ten¬ 
nessee. Dear joyous Pinkie, where 
art thou now, in glory-land chanting 
among the cherubim, or an old 
mammy crooning your songs to your 
pickaninny grandchildren in the 
sunny south? I can still hear the 
echo of your heavenly voice across 
the years as I read the pages of a 
new book, “Negro Folk Rhymes,” 
edited by one of your compatriots. 

Professor Thomas W. Talley, of Fisk 
University (The Macmillan Co.. To¬ 
ronto). This pioneer volume In the 
field of negro folk songs and ballads 
confines itself to the secular music 
of vour race In the south but It re-

Many women whd figure 
prominently in social affairs and who 
consider themselves an essential part 
of the court functions were left out 
In the cold. Among them was the 
most advertised fashionable beauty of 
the day, whose only chance of get¬

Some of the excluded thought fit to 
protest to the Lord Chamberlain, and 
In some cases the excuse is offered 
that owing to the number of public 
functionaries having official claims It 
was impossible to Include all those 
whom the King and the Queen would 
have liked to Invite.

There is much comment also on 
the fact that neither of the daughters 
of the Duke of Buccleuch. who have 
been among the closest personal 
friends and companions of Princess 
Mary, was invited to become brides¬ 
maid. This omission revives the 
story that the Duke's eldest aon. Lord 
Dalkeith, was first approached as the 
desired aspirant for the Princess’s 
hand, but he Immediately announced 
that he had a prior engagement, 
which may have caused a coolness 
between the Buccleuchs and the 
royal family. 

One amusing indirect result of 
Princess Mary’s marriage is the sus¬ 
pending of diplomatic relations be¬ 
tween the Hertford Borough Council 
and the British Home Secretary, the 
Right Hon: Edward T. Shortt. It 
happened thus: When the Princess’s 
engagement was announced the coun¬ 
cil. like good, loyal citizens, sent con¬ 
gratulations in an address to King 
George in behalf of “the ancient and 
royal borough of Hertford.”

those of a man,” says Quex of the 
Evening News.

There came next the trumpet mes¬ 
sages.

two figures, one of a young officer, 
the other of an elderly lady.” The 
sitter told me afterwards that those 
were exactly the two whom she had 
come to seek.

What could she imagine save that it 
was a spirit touch? . . . The same 
applies to the lady on your left, who 
also felt your touch. Both ladies 
complained to me bitterly of your 
conduct after the seance. 

(I have explained, and you in one 
of your Interviews stated, that the 
touching of the lady on the left with j 
my elbow was accidental, and caused 
by my turning in my chair.) 

You then thought It right to .seize 
the trumpet, which was In mld-alr 
Between the lady who was receiving 
the message and the medium there 
was my own rather broad frame, and 
on my right my wife, who assures 
me that she was in such close touch 
of the medium that any movement 
would have been detected. She as¬ 
sures me also, and I can partly cor¬ 
roborate. that tho medium was talk¬ 
ing, to those about her while the 
message was going through. How 
then can you possibly establish your 
rase that it was the medium who 
was bending forward past two sitters 
and talking to the third one? It Is 
a physical impossibility. 

(Physical impossibility? The line 
between the medium and the lady 
who was being humbugged wa* an 
nrc of our circle. The circumference 
of a circle lies outside Its arc. there¬ 
fore your broad frame was not be¬ 
tween” those two points. In the sense 
that & line between them would have 
to cut through it It was on one side 
of that line. Even Watson would ad -

In a long exposition of this song, he 
tells us that it was built up on a cer¬ 
tain step called “Jonah's Band.’

Thus, he concludes, that from 
dance steps arose crops of dance 
rhymes, and these were later evolved 
by individual rather than group ef¬ 
fort Into songs of more complex 
thought and structure. 

Negro Songs of Great Variety. 

In a long essay Professor Talley 
analyzes the folk rhymes which he 
has collected and reproduced with 
loving care In this valuable book. He 
adopts this classification: (1) Socia 1 
Instinct rhymes made up of dance 
and play songs. (2) Homing instinct 
rhymes, composed of love songs and 
those having to do with marriage and 
married life. (3) Psycho-composite 
rhymes, those which deal with criti¬ 
cism of life and conduct. Added to 
these are folk rhymes dealing with 
animals and charms of superstitions. 
I regret that he has excluded reli¬ 
gious melodies from his book. His 
collection certainly cannot be regard¬ 
ed as complete without a ramp-meet¬ 
ing department of sacred song, but 
perhaps Professor Talley Intends to 
gather these in a second volume. Af 
might be expected, there is much 
homely wisdom In this body of folk¬ 
song, a little, but very little .tragedy 
and everywhere the humor of the 
African. The animal stories, made 
famous the world over by Joel 
Chandler Harris, had their origin In 
folk rhymes told 8y slaves to their 
children. One of the most delightfu' 
of these, one which I have never seen 
before, is entitled “Animal Attire**’—

but of an aristocratic young woman 
upon the stage. 

A former Gaiety girl, the beautiful 
Miss May Etheridge, is now a Duch¬ 
ess. Nine years ago she married 
Lord Edward Fitzgerald. Later he 
succeeded his childless brother as the 
Duke of Leinster, the premier Duke, 
Marquis and Earl in the Peerage of 
Ireland. And her son. Lord Gerald 
Fitzgerald, now in his eighth year, 
is the heir to all those grand titles. 

As the new duke will have an in¬ 
come of £4,500 (normally 122.500) it 
is expected that the Duchess will take 
her place In British society, which 
was prevented heretofore by the Im¬ 
poverished condition of her husband

London. March 11.—A man who 
had posed in America as a British 
peer and had married two wealthy 
women—the second after the mar¬ 
riage with the first had been annull¬ 
ed—appeared at Westminster police I 
court. 

He was James Douglas More Grey, ] 
son of a Glasgow cab proprietor, and 
he pleaded guilty to stealing silver 
plate and obtaining money by false 
pretences from the Hotel Metropole. 

A police officer said Grey was a 
motor engineer by trade and his 
criminal career began in 1903, in 
Scotland, when he was fourteen years 
of age. There were many convic¬ 
tions against him in that country for 
fraud. 

Went to America. 

At the expiration of a sentence In 
1912, Grey, added the officer, went to 
the United States and during the war 
obtained a commission in the Cana¬ 
dian Air Force, and also became a 
speaker oh behalf of the Liberty 
Loan. He posed as a baronet and 
mado a runaway match with a 16- 
year-old heiress. 

That marriage was annulled, but 
witness could not say on what 
grounds. Afterwards Grey went 
through a form of marriage with an¬ 
other wealthy young woman, the 
daughter of a hotel proprietor. 

This time he posed as Lord Grey 
and the lady passing a m L*dy Grey 
was held up to considerable ridicule 
when the Imposture became known. 
She had since died, but there was 
one child of that marriage. 

Returning to this country. Grey 
was concerned with and interested 
in an expenditure of £30,000 by the 
war office over an Invention of an 
aeroplane device. At that time he 
held a commission, which he was 
obliged to resign. 

A War Invention. 

Grey: You have nothing, to show 
that my invention was not used in 
i the late war? 

The officer replied that he had not. 
and said Grey was afterwards heard 
of at Eastbourne, where he made the 
acquaintance of a young lady, from 
whom he stole a valuable ruby ring 
He sent her the pawn ticket with the 
note: “Needs must when the devil 
drives. Please forgive, necessity 
knows no law." 

Sentence of 12 months’ hard labor 
was passed, the magistrate remark¬ 
ing that Grey's record of convictions 
In the United Kingdom showed that 
he was a specious rogue.

London, March 11.—Theatrical 
managers art* protesting against the 
continued imposition of the enter¬ 
tainment tax. They were willing to 
consent to it during the war as a 
temporary measure, but think it is 
time it was removed .especially as 
the theatres have so many financial 
difficulties to contend with. 

The British Music Society at its 
International Congress last July sent 
a memorandum to the entertainment 
tax authorities pleading for the re¬ 
moval of such taxes from non-profit- 
making enterprises, but the only re¬ 
sponse was a postcard of acknowl¬ 
edgment. 

Now the society has a fresh griev¬ 
ance in the application by the au¬ 
thorities of the entertainment tax to 
cathedral music when oratorios-have 
been sung in York Minster. The 
secretary of the British Music So¬ 
ciety points out that music in Tudor 
days was regarded as an essential in 
national life, but when the Entertain¬ 
ment Tax Department regards It as n 
luxury to b* taxed the danger Is that 
It will become indeed a luxury which 
only the rich will be able to afford.

a special plane, or with a sharp chisel. 
In the latter case, mark deeply with 
a knife and marking gauge (use the 
knife when marking across grain, and 
the gauge when marking with the 
grain) the lino of the rabbet, and then 
with a sharp chisel, remove the stock 
Up to this line. The rabbet must be 
deep enough to receive the mirror and 
a thin panel of wood, or wallboard, to 
hold the glass in place. These panels 
are held secure by long brads driven 
Into the frames. 

Ball-tipped hinges are used for 
fastening the wing frames to the 
centre mirror frame. 

Three-quarter-inch stock Is used 
for the front of the drawers, one- 
half-inch stock for the 1 sides and 
hack, and three-eights-inch stock for 
the bottom. Rabbet the sides to the 
front, and dado the back into the 
sides. For both rabbet and dado 
Joints, see your article on common 
Joints. 

Groove the bottom into the sides, 
front and backs Assemble the parts 
of the drawers and fasten them to¬ 
gether with glue and two-inch brads 
Fasten the drawer slides, which are 
thin strips of wood, to the front and 
back rails. 

Use glass knobs for drawer handles. 

When the entire table has been as¬ 
sembled, sandpaper it well, and fill all 
the holes and cracks with putty. Ap¬ 
ply two coats of thin, flat white for 
priming. Do not thin the white with 
oil'; use turpentine. Sandpaper each 
coat to produce a smooth surface. 

Then apply a coat of enamel. Thin 
(he enamel with turpentine till It 
works freely under the brqsh. Allow 
this coat to stand two or three days 
before applying another. The second 
coat of enamel need not be thinned 
but should be applied just as it comes 
from the can. This last coat will pro¬ 
duce a high gloss on the table. 

Tf vou reefer an "eggshell’’ finish 
rub the final coat of enamel with 
1 pumice stone and oil.

The tables have, therefore, turned, and Cana¬ 
dians can discuss Margot, how she looks, what 
she is like, and what they think of her. And 
they are doing it freely.

But even in the case of Margot you cannot 
see her without having other people come into 
your mind as a basis of comparison. I don't 
know how it has struck others, but Margot 
Asquith reminded me, unexpectedly enough, of

Margot is fundamentally an artist. She may 
or may not be intellectual, although she cer¬ 
tainly has associated from youth with brilliant 
people, like Gladstone and Tennyson and Curzon 
and Balfour, and has apparently held her own 
with them. But, quite apart from Intellectual 
qualities, Margot is innately artistic.

T HE Doukhobors are causing excitement 
again. There was first a rumor that they 
were going to kill all their old people and chil¬ 
dren, t?ut it now appears that this particular 
story was exaggerated. 

Then the rumor was that they were off on 
another of their naked pilgrimages. The whole 
situation is obscure, but the most recent report 
is that they are merely going to leave their 
farms owing to high taxation and go on the 
general labor market 

If they should finally decide to embark on a 
queer pilgrimage, minus clothes, it wouldn't be 
their first attempt. 

Some years ago they started such a trek, and 
in spite of cold weather they discarded all their 
coverings. 

The late Frank Pedley was sent by the fed¬ 
eral department of the interior to induce them 
to return to their colony. He met them and in¬ 
quired of their leader what they were doing and 
was told they were going to meet the Messiah. 

They were walking towards Winnipeg, and 
Mr. Pedley told them: “It’s no use. I just came 
from Winnipeg and He’s not there. It's the last 
place In the world you would ever find Him.” 

There was a comic paper published In To¬ 
ronto at the time called The Moon. Its one 
title to remembrance is this paragraph: 

“The Doukhobors went out to meet the Mes¬ 
siah and they met Frank Pedley.” 


I had motored through the glens and along the 
lakes of Prince Edward county. 

Then I looked to the prime minister’s seat. 
The two occupants of that chair whom I bad 
seen so often were Sir James Whitney and Sir 
WiUIsm Hearst. Now It was Hon. E. C. Drury. 

I hadn't seen Drury once since he had be¬ 
come premier. He looks so much healthier than 
he did when he was merely a farmer working 
out of doors. His appearance to-day is a hard 
blow to all theories about the healthfulness of 
farm life. Drury never looked as well as he 
does to-day. 

It may be that he's better dressed now, and 
has his hair cut better and his face shaved more 
closely. Good grooming does make a man look 
smarter. At all events, Drury is a credit to 
any assembly. 

He’s healthier looking than either Whitney 
or Hearst was. Sir James was sturdy, but In 
the days when I saw him he was already an old 
man, showing some marks of his age. Sir Wil¬ 
liam Hearst never did look robust during his 
premiership. Drury thrives on It, but it’s prob¬ 
ably because he has a constitution fortified by 
an agricultural existence. Hearst was a lawyer 
before he became premier, and the close, con¬ 
tinued confinement of the legislature and of the 
parliament buildings didn’t seem to agree with 
him. 

Of all three premiers—Whitney, Hearst and 
Drury—Whitney had by far the most individual 
personality. Like Sir Wilfrid In Ottawa, he was 
the figure to which every eye In the legislature 
turned, although Mr. Rowell did become a centre 
of great Interest, too. 

When this afternoon I looked over to the 
opposition side, I saw in Mr. Rowell’s old seat 
Mr. Wellington Hay. Both Mr. Hay and Mr. 
Rowell are good-looking men. Mr. Hay goes 
Mr. Rowell better in this respect, however, that

time to hear Hon. Nelson Parliament, speaker 
of the legislature, read the prayers. I remem¬ 
ber the day, eight years ago, when Nelson first 
took his seat as a member of the legislature. Ho 
was 36 years old, and young-looking for that— 
a fresh-faced farmer right off one of the best 
farms in that garden county of Prince Edward.

This ceremony was always Impressive 
under his predecessors, W. H. Hoyle and Dr. 
Jamieson, and I wanted to Bee how ecclesiastical 
Nelson Parliament had become. 

It was the day of the great flood, however, 
following the terrible ice storm of 1922, and I 
arrived at tho legislature too late to hear the 
prayers. But I had a good look at Mr. Parlia¬ 
ment In his robes of office. So adaptable is he, 
so appropriate to his surroundings, that I 
scarcely recognized him as the man 1 had pre¬ 
viously seen in the back benches and with whom
